>NOT WD-40!! Not EVER!! 
>A long-time clock and watch repair craftsman I knew would charge 50 percent 


>more to clean anything that had WD-40 in it. 
>>Before you give up on those old clock motors, try this trick: 
>>Drill a small hole in the case, then squirt some WD-40 in it. 


I can see both sides of this issue, and think the clock craftsman was not 
condeming 
WD-40, but condeming one of its problems: 


The problem is two fold - it is mostly solvent with very little oil in it, and 
it attracts dirt. The WD in WD-40 stands for "water displacer," which is what 
WD-40 was orignally designed to do. (check out the WD-40 homepage, it rocks) 
So, I think the clock craftsman charged twice not becuase of the WD-40, but 
because of all the other stuff it attracts. 


I think Bobbi has a great application for WD-40 here - I bet most of those clock 

motors stop becuase the lube grease over the years has lost some of its lighter, 

more volitle hydrocarbons, turning the grease from grease to something thicker. 
(open up the bearings in a 40 year old dynamotor - the grease is more like 

wax) Shooting some WD-40 in there would loosen the grease up, possibly replacing 

those lighter hydrocarbons. 


If I had one of these clocks, I'd do what Bobbi does - add WD-40 and flush out 
the current grease (maybe I'd use two holes?) and then once the WD-40 dries 
out, replace the grease with some 1990's technology grease. 


To make this more BA-related, the way I've cleaned some National PW drives is 
similar to the above, minus the hole drilling part. Open the cover, get the 
worst of the old grease out, fill the gear box with WD-40, slosh it around, 
pour it out, repeating unit all the old gease is gone, then refill with some 
Lubriplate. My RCP PW dial will traverse the whole band with a flick of the 
finger it is so smooth from this process...

|Does anyone on the net have experience with powder coat finishing systems. 


I spent a lot of time in the early 70's developing and constructing coating 
equipment. 


Fairly simple, fluidized bed ie 1-3 psi on the powder propelled by a charge 
of 50 - 100KV. The trick was to eliminate the spark hazard. We all know 
what happens with sparks and dust. We eliminated the spark by building 
special high voltage cables with 1/4 watt 10meg resistors in series every 
inch or so embedded in rubber high voltage cable. 


Remember these things were in an ugly factory environment. 
|probably much more expensive commercial equipment, walk-in oven, etc. 
Baking is important but not very high tech peice parts can be pre or post 


heated. Most small epoxy parts were preheated the epoxy melted immediatly. 
Zero waste all of the projected power is attracted to the object. 


My thoughts are one could build a setup inexpensivly with equivilent results 
of a more expensive unit. My 2 cents ... 73 .. N3LLL ... Tom
